Sonic who have read our #xpressed opinion of ( om- 
munists and fellow tr a v e le r s in this eountiy profess to 
wonder why we try to differentiate, 
co far as they 
are concerned, when we brand anybody7 as a ‘fellow 
traveler'* we arc just avoiding trouble that might result 
from calling him forthrightly a Communist. 
This is not the case. It is not libelous to call a man 
a Communist. The Communist party is recognized leg­ 
ally is permitted to put up candidates, and in the rare 
cases when such candidates win. they are permitted to 
hold office exactly as though they were Republicans, 
Democrats. Laborites. Socialists. It can not libel a man 
to link him with a legal political party. 
We differentiate in fairness, because we do not be­ 
lieve that Lie Communist party is entitled to the stand­ 
ing that it enjoys. 
The U. S. Civil Service Commission .trying to defend 
ar. indefensible crier protecting fellow travelers, makes 
the hear \ cml that “a member of the Communist Party7 
has iearlv indicated that he is willing to take ord­ 
ers from a political group located in a foreign nation. 
and whose first loyalty is 
v e m m e n t.' 
The commission s unwillingness to accept such per­ 
sons as government employes “does not reflect any* lack 
of genuine enthusiasm for the tremendous contribution 
which the Soviet government and th• * Soviet people have 
mad- to the winning of this war. Such a policy is simp­ 
le a frank recognition of the fact that man cannot serve 
two masters." 
A Communist is first of all the willing ag*ut of a 
government other than the American. 
But a fellow7 
traveler or a party-line follower is not. necessarily, a 
Russian-firster. 
The fellow7 traveler may be one who sympathizes 
with the Stalinist ideology7 as he conceives it to be. Hi1 
may be an easily influenced person wiio is deceived 
by untrustworthy friends into doing things detrimental 
to American interests, without realizing that those 
things are sponsored and dictated by a foreign govern­ 
ment. 
It is only wmen a person deliberately7 steps over the 
line. accepts servile membership in the Communist 
party, pays dues carries a card, that h< demonstrably 
c nooses Moscow in prefee nice to Washington. 
So. to the bi st of our ability, we seek to distinguish 
him from the fellow7 traveler who. we are charitable 
enough to believe, if the choice had to Ii made would 
stand by his own country7.

This means that tho 
time has: come when the machinery7 must be set up to 
begin such an offensive. And that, in turn, forewarns 
of a draft on shipping such as this world never has seen. 
Ships can be built only with steel. WY* can not toler­ 
ate a steel strike, 
Steelmaking and shipbuilding make 
big demands on transportation. 
We can not tolerate a 
railroad strike. 
It is important who is at fault in the disputes that 
have grow ii up in the steel and railroad fields. But that 
is infinitely less important than that the trains snail roll 
and the* steel come out of the furnaces so that ships can 
be built 
the landing barges which will take our sold­ 
iers and marines to Jap-guarded beaches in the Pacific, 
and also the transports and cargo ships that will carry7 
and service our fighting men.
